INSTITUTIONS RESORT 
heavy-handed and ethically shady tactics to in- 
crease their share of the student-loan business. 
After all, the industry is a nest of crony capital- 
ism, occupied by well-connected lobbyists, the 
pols they feed, and obscenely compensated 
CEOs. It should shock and appall us, however, 
to learn that some colleges and universities 
have played along. And that is what we have 
been learning, thanks aggressive inquiries 
by New York attorney general Andrew Cuomo 
and the office of Senator Ted Kennedy. 

The revelations should also shock and ap- 
pall higher-education administrators. Their 
deafening silence — particularly noticeable 
here in the Boston area, home to more than 50 
colleges and universities and close 400,000 
students — confirms that self-policing is not 
the answer. Massachusetts attorney general 
Martha Coakley should pick the work 
Cuomo, as attorneys general already have in 
Minnesota, Illinois, and Ohio. Coakley should 
demand to know which of our state’s schools . 
have been taking kickbacks to steer their stu- 
dents to predatory loan companies. 

In doing so, such colleges are serving as de 
facto sales generators for private lenders, such 


* as Sallie Mae, Nelnet, and Citibank, by placing 


those companies on a short list of “preferred 
lenders” for students. Students and their fami- 
lies almost always rely on those recommenda- 
tions, trusting their schools to steer them away 
from predators. 

By law, private lenders are not allowed to 
offer inducements to schools, but that has 
not stopped them from doing so. Cuomo has 
charged one lender with offering kickbacks to 
as many as 60 schools, including Boston Uni- 
versity and five others in Massachusetts. One 
loan company paid a school’s financial-aid 
director $13,000 as a consultant, the New York 
Times recently reported, and other lending in- 
stitutions have placed high-ranking university 
officials on their boards of directors. School 
administrators have been found to hold stock 
in lending companies. Other incentives and 
payoffs have been alleged. 

Lenders have also “induced” schools to stop 
participating in the federal direct-loan pro- 
gram, established by Bill Clinton to compete 
with the avaricious companies and keep inter- 
est rates to a fair level. Sallie Mae, the largest 
private student lender, has offered millions 
in special loan funds to schools that leave the 
federal program, the Times reported. 

The bank-friendly Bush administration's 
Department of Education has refused to inves- 
tigate these improprieties, and has not even 
issued guidelines of what inducements it con- 
siders legal and illegal. Bush's professed “re- 
forms” of the industry turned out to include $1 
billion of proposed cuts in federal student aid. 
Attempts in the US Senate to pass a “Student 
Borrower Bill of Rights” (see nagps.org/files/

sbbr. pdf), among other legislation to regulate 
the industry, are still in limbo. 

Some schools justify their selection of “pre- 
ferred lenders,” and their rebuffing of the fed- 
eral direct-loan program, by arguing that they 
are bargaining for preferable interest rates for 
their students. 

But as we've learned in spades from the 
home-mortgage industry, predatory lending 
isn’t just about the interest rate. The Phoenix 
reported more than three years ago that Sal- 
lie Mae charges excessive and undisclosed late 
fees, applies aggressive collection tactics, and 
is unresponsive to complaints (see “Sallie Mae 
Not,” News and Features, November 28, 2003). 
Congressional committees that oversee banking 
regulation — notably, that chaired by Massa- 
chusetts representative Barney Frank since the 
midterm elections — have yet to show serious 
interest in reining in the excesses of the person- 
al-finance industry as a whole. To give student 
borrowers relief, banking reform also should be 
undertaken with all due speed, in tandem with 
the work of Cuomo and company. 

The fact is, once they’ve attracted a high 
volume of borrowers with lowered interest rates 
made possible by federal support, institutional 
lenders care little about helping borrowers suc- 
ceed after graduation. In fact, thanks to the 
federal government’s subsidies and guarantees, 
and the fees and trumped-up balances they 
ring out of borrowers, lenders end up making 
enormous profits on the backs of the student 
and the taxpayer. 

How enormous? In 2006, the most highly 
compensated executive in the country was the 
CEO of Sallie Mae, continuing a multi-year 
trend, according to the Washington Post. Recently 
retired company chair Albert Lord is reportedly 
building his own personal 18-hole golf course

just outside of Washington, 
Dc. And this week, Sallie 
Mae announced that it is 
being bought for a cool $25 
billion. 

You can be sure that the 
new owners — a joint effort 
of JPMorgan Chase, Bank of 
America, and two private 
investment funds — won't 
be any less bottom-line ori- 
ented. In fact, Forbes.com 
speculates that Sallie Mae's 
new owners are well-posi- 
tioned to “squeeze” more 
income out of the loans; the 
article says that the buyout 
“seems like a good deal for 
all concerned,” but that 
doesn’t seem to include the 
Squeezed borrowers cur- 
rently holding 10 million 
Sallie Mae loans worth an 
estimated $130 billion. 

If anyone listened to 
those borrowers, whether 
indebted to Sallie Mae or to 
another private lender, perhaps things would 
change. That’s why we want to hear from you.

BOW OUR HEADS 

As the Phoenix goes to press, details are now rap- 
idly emerging about Monday’s horrific murder 
rampage and its perpetrator on the Virginia 
Tech campus, in Blacksburg, Virginia. All of 
us are shaken by the events, ‘but the shoot- 
ings must be particularly jarring to those who 
spend much of their days on college campuses 
— in dorms and classroom buildings not unlike 
those in Blacksburg where more than 32 people 
were killed. 

In a tragedy like this one, we are often 
tempted to immediately offer explanations, as 
sign blame, or prescribe solutions — it’s a way of 
psychologically gaining control over the chaotic, 
imposing order on the irrational. 

Commentators are already second guess- 
ing with perfect 20/20 hindsight and rushing 
in with observations about everything from 
schools’ responsibility to spot dangerous psy 
chological profiles to gun control and campus 
security 

Such analysis should wait until investiga- 
tors have done their work and we have a greater 
understanding about what happened in Blacks- 
burg, if we ever can. For now, the best we can 
do — all we can do — is feel the sorrow, bury the 
dead, and mourn their loss. ©

Global-warming study looks local 


When we think of f global w arming, 
we picture glaciers melting, sun 
bathing polar bears, and The Day After 
row. But Boston University pro- 
fessor Richard Primack and doctoral 
student Abraham Miller-Rushing 
have been asking, what does climate 
cha > mean for the flora and fauna 
in our own backyards? 

To answer that question, re vi 
and Miller-Rushing are asset 
an archive of historical observatio 

largely from scratch — and they 
need your help as they piece together 
unusual data, from bird-watchers’ 
notes and archival photos to natural- 
ists’ diaries. 

The project started in 2002, when 
Primack dug through the Amold 
Arboretum’s files of plant clippings, 
which date as far back as the 1880s. 
Many of the Arnold’s specimens were 
cut from trees, shrubs, and vines still 
growing at the Jamaica Plain park. So 
the following summer, they recorded 
when 229 of those plants bloomed. 
Meetings with botanical clubs and 
birders led them to Concord store- 
keeper Alfred Hosmer’s notes on the 
flowering of 700 Concord plants over 
a 15-year period beginning in 1888. 

A pal of Primack’s pointed them to 

a New Hampshire expert on Henry 
David Thoreau’s scientific writings, 
Brad Dean, who gave them data he'd 
culled from Thoreau’s diaries of the 
flowering dates between 1852 and 
1857 for some 500 Concord species. 
Using these records, Primack and 


Miller-Rushing then monitored liv 
ing cousins of the plants in Concord 
from 2003 to 2006. 

The inconvenient truth? Early 
spring-blooming plants — marsh 
mari; golds, columbines, blueber- 
ries, shadbush, huckleberries — are 
flowering in Concord eight days 
earlier, on average, than when 

horeau stopped to smell the 
flowers, and four days earlier than 
Hosmer'’s records show. 

The pair found “an extremely 
strong relationship” between 
flowering times and temperatures, 
with an overall shift toward earlier 
blooming dates, as average Boston 
temperatures increased by three 
degrees Fahrenheit over the past 
century. (About one degree of that 
temperature increase is attributed 
to global warming, the rest to heat 
retention due to increasing urban- 
ization, according to Primack and 
Miller-Rushing. ) 

Many birds are migrating earlier 
as well. That conclusion is based on 
sightings at Mount Auburn Cemetery 
in Cambridge and the Manomet 
Center for Conservation Sciences, and 
observations recorded by a Middle- 
borough farmer over four decades. 
Wood ducks, for instance, arrive as 
much as six weeks earlier than they 
did 37 years ago. Birds, bugs, and 
plants have intricate food-chain re- 
lationships. As rising temperatures 
cause critters and plants to change 
their timing, these relationships are

“going to be more and more jumbled 
up,” Miller-Rushing says. 

“Global warming is not some- 
thing that’s happening far away. 
It’s happening here. It will be 
affecting many aspects of our 
lives,” Primack says. Woodland 
wildflowers like swamp violets, 
marsh marigolds, and false hel- 
lebore will likely disappear from 
Massachusetts. And the region may 
grow too warm for spruce trees. 
Warmer winters are already hurting 
seasonal tourism, too. Lyme disease 
is a growing threat because more 
ticks survive mild winters. Plus, a 
bevy of other threats, including 


rising sea levels, lies in store for us. 
Primack and Miller-Rushing are 
now looking for old diaries, journals, 
and dated photographs that record 
flowers, butterflies, dragonflies, 
migratory birds, fish — anything 
that might help them put together 
a timeline of local nature changes. 
Remember, knowledge is power.

When it was published in 1969, his 
novel about the raid — and about much else 
— Slaughterhouse-Five, or the Children’s Crusade made 
Vonnegut rich and famous and a countercul- 
ture hero, as well as a hero of the Vietnam 
anti-war movement. Vonnegut was already 
in his late gos. He joked that there was only 
one person who benefited from the Dresden 
raid — himself. “I got three dollars for every 
person killed. Imagine that.” After the war, 
as an American with a German name, he said 
he “didn’t want to argue with people who 
thought Dresden should have been bombed to 
hell. All I ever said in my book was that Dres- 
den, willy-nilly, was bombed to hell.” 

Vonnegut’s clear eye for human hypocrisy 
and his distinctive hybrid of science fiction, 
naturalism, and laconic first-person rant 
made him essential reading to the Vietnam 
generation, and makes him essential still.

MINNESOTA BLUES 
Several big-time D-1 sports schools have 
found themselves enmeshed in complex 
imbroglios this week. First 
among these is Laurence Maroney and Kevin 
McHale’s alma mater, the University of Min- 
nesota, whose Golden Gophers football team 
was whacked with two crime tales.

THE KEY SAY THINGS THAT WILL

OHN EDWARDS Edwards is in the best posi- 
tion to put in a better-than-expected per- 
formance.

But because Obama and Hillary have 
gotten so much early publicity, the general 
public and the press have forgotten how 
good Edwards can be. Thus he has a decent 
chance to emerge from the debate with 
momentum.

HILLARY CLINTON This is an important 
appearance for Clinton. Her supporters 
have been maintaining all along that 
viewers have a false impression of her, 
one based on her tenure as first lady 
rather than her time the Senate. 
This is her chance to impress. The more 
she can appear warm and composed, the 
better off she will especially since 
she is bound to be attacked by the other 
candidates. (Women who are attacked in 
debates usually have slight advantage 
because viewers empathize with them.) 
Hillary can good-humoredly sidestep 
the parries, she will win points. Still, 
expectations for her are high, will 
be hard for her to exceed them. Her main 
goal is to come out of the debate without 
losing ground. 


BARACK OBAMA Obama peculiar 
position. Viewers (and a good many in the 
press corps) have heard what compelling 
nunicator he is, but few have actu- 

lly heard his campaign rhetoric. There is 
does with prepared text (remember the 
2004 convention keynote speech), so the 
key for him will be to deliver a memorable 
sound bite and appear wise and com- 
posec beyond his years.

for exposing President George Bush’s 
unprecedentedly frequent and expansive 
use of presidential signing statements, 
which effectively assert Bush’s right 
ignore new laws like the 2005 torture 
ban that he’d rather not follow. 
Every reporter dreams of seeing 
their work make a tangible difference 
on an issue of import, and Savage cer- 
tainly accomplished that. Last year, for 
example, Savage's stories led Senator 
Arlen Specter (R-PA), then the Senate 
Judiciary Committee chair, file legisla- 
tion that would limit the use signing 
statements, and to hold hearings on the 
subject. His reportage also prompted 
public rebuke from the American Bar 
Association. wonder Bush’s use 
signing statements has come symbol- 
ize his administration’s contempt for 
any sort of oversight. (Savage’s book on 
this subject — Takeover: The Return of the 
Imperial Presidency and the Subversion of American 
Democracy slated for September publi- 
cation by Little, Brown and Company.) 
All that said, Savage’s Pulitzer win 
also brings some bigger issues that 
merit discussion. Anyone who follows the 
newspaper industry knows that dailies 
across the are scaling back their insti- 
tutional ambitions, and anyone who fol- 
lows the Globe knows that it’s very much a 
part this trend: while the Washington,

DC, bureau (where Savage is based) 
remains intact for now, the paper closed 
down its foreign bureaus earlier this year. 
Some media observers take a san- 
guine view these developments. 
Here’s how Jeff Jarvis, director of the 
interactive-journalism program the 
City University of New York’s Graduate 
School Journalism and author the 
BuzzMachine blog, put 2005 post 
arguing that newspapers should focus 
exclusively on local coverage: 

How about national and international news? 
Well, that’s a commodity. People already know 
it from the internet and cable news and send- 
ing the 15,o01st reporter to the political conven- 
tions instead of just picking up wire stories really 
doesn’t add much or justify the expense or ego 
involved. So let the AP give you an already-edited 
digest national and international news, you 
want. Or if you’re Gannett, produce it all on one 
desk in Washington. Then get rid of the wire desks 
and save more money. 

Savage’s win highlights the poverty 
of such reasoning. Plenty of national- 
news organizations (the Times, the Post, 
Newsweek, CNN, etc.) could have broken 
the signing-statement story. None of 
them did and not for the Clobe, 
might never have been reported. 
Excellent regional papers like the Globe 
might benefit financially reducing 
their own sense of mission. But the jour- 
nalistic implications such reductions 
sugarcoated. 
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“It’s really important for our society 
that maintain diversity news- 
gathering thought in Washington,” 
Savage tells the Phoenix. “Sometimes, it 
takes a bit of an outsider perspective to 
recognize that something that’s been 
going the past worth talking 
about. And hope that the industry 
contracts, and through this pain- 
ful transitional period, we come out on 
the other side with regional papers hav- 
ing their Washington newsgathering 
operations intact.”

TECHNO LEGEND CARL CRAIG SPEAKS 


(> poston hasn't always been a major stop for 
big-league DJs. But that’s changed in recent 
years, and there’s better gauge just how far 
things have come than the arrival of CARL CRAIG to 
spin at after-hours club Rise this Friday, April 20. 
The Detroit techno icon, Planet E label owner, and 
international star makes his Boston debut under 
the banner of his new party concept, “Demon 
Days.” As he explains from the Planet E offices in 
Detroit, “Demon Days is pretty much 
the days that we live in now. There’s 
always been craziness, but it’s our 
time and our craziness. And we make 
music that embodies the times and 
music that’s meant escape 
from what living in. Making 
new world in our own music.” 

Techno has always been about escape, whether 
made on the bleak streets for Detroit or in a Ger- 
man industrial park, and it’s rarely happy like 
trance or house. “Sometimes it can be dark. It’s just 
like with anything life, you have dark times and 
times that dark. There’s dark party as- 
pect of it, but there are uplifting moments.” 

Craig part what people call the “second 
wave” of Detroit techno, after innovators like Kevin 
Saunderson and before its new international phase. 
His often dark music superior because his taste 
so broad.

Morello began appearing as the Night- 
watchman in 2004, out of a burning itch to 
bring prime time his epic songs social 
inequity, corporate gluttony, and abuse of 
power. turned anywhere that would 
have him during breaks in Audioslave’s 
touring schedule, “as a way to do this 
anonymously and not have people come 
and bug and demand that play 
Parade’ acoustic guitar.” 

The release One Man Revolution comes 
at a crossroads in his career. Audioslave 
have split: the hard-rock supergroup 
formed Morello with Rage bassist Tim 
Commerford and drummer Brad Wilk, 
and Soundgarden’s Chris Cornell the 
wake of Rage’s break-up in 2000 — closed 
shop when Cornell announced 
February that he was leaving to pursue 
a solo career. Meanwhile, Rage Against 
the Machine are readying mini-reunion 
that now will comprise four gigs;

“Timothy Leary” isn'ta 
sonic homage to psychedelia but 
a big, urgent rocker in the same 
vein as Keep It Together's “Homecom- 
ing King.” There's even a bit of the 
old-time, strum-and-sentiment 
Custer on “Rise & Shine.” The ran- 
dom assortment doesn’t offer any 
clues to what Guster’s next offer- 
ing might but, but it’s a small re- 
minder that in the past few years 
this band have gone from treading 
the waters of college radio to be- 
ing bona fide adult-alternative 
songsmiths.

These days, Leviathan is a harbor 
for a passel of six-string hard-rock 
daredevil instrumentalists as well 
as Chastain's “song” band, the 
Southern Gentlemen. His 10 latest 
self-released essays in unabated 
ripping rage and soar through all 
sorts of modal leaps, high-speed 
scales, sweeping arpeggios, and 
other tools of the slash-and-burn 
metal fusionist’s trade. Not any- 
where near as long as its title 
implies, “Countdown to Infinity” 
is as subtle as a truckload of ham- 
mers being slowly dumped on 
sheet steel. My favorite number 
is “Demonic Harmonic Justice,” 
and not just for its name: a sweet 
intro builds quickly into a fat- 
toned melody surrounded by a wall 
of gnashing, distorted rhythm 
guitars.

Despite the name, independent cinema 
has grown conventional. Just look at the 
characters. The average “hero” of the typi- 
cal Sundance entry slumps onto the screen 
a sensitive, ironic, indolent, feckless loser. 
The women don’t make out much better: 
they’re whimsical, fey, elusive, and usu- 
ally portrayed by Parker Posey. 

Parker Posey does make an appearance 
the Fifth Annual Independent Film Fes- 
tival of Boston. (Is it now the premier film 
event in New England? I believe so.) And in 
a film by the hoary dean of American In- 
dependent Film, Hal Hartley. But 
(Somerville Theatre: April 25 at 7 pm, with 
actor James Urbaniak present), the festi- 
worthy Wednesday opening-night en- 
try, the freshest and most accomplished 
thing Hartley has done since the film it’s a 
“sequel” to, Henry Fool (1997). 

In Henry Fool the title mystery man — a 
slob, drunkard, drifter, janitor, and Tom 
Waits-like sage has flown Sweden 
escape a manslaughter rap, leaving behind 
wife Fay (Posey), son Ned, and Fay’s broth-

er Simon Grim (James Urbaniak), whom 
Henry had inspired to write bestselling po- 
etry and win the Nobel Prize. Topping such 
whimsy (or perhaps “grimsy”) sequel 
tall order, but Hartley obliges mak- 
ing Henry a spy involved in every covert 
screw-up from Chile Afghanistan. CIA 
agent (Jeff Goldblum) is on his trail — it 
appears Henry’s awful novel Confessions is 
in fact a coded secret document. So is Fay, 
who matures from neurotic whiner to reso- 
lute, resourceful heroine as she hops from 
Queens Paris Istanbul her quest.

Persephone debuts the Huntington; 
Valhalla comes Zeitgeist Stage

rom Shakespeare to Shaw, statues 
have come to life on stage. But 
until Noah Haidle’s Persephone (pre- 
sented by the Huntington Theatre 
Company the Calderwood Pavil- 
ion through May 6), none has conversed 
with a rat (unless you count Don Juan). 
Haidle, however, has less in common with 
the dead white masters than with his 
teacher, Christopher Durang, with whom 
he shares an arbitrary, absurdist sensi- 
bility. The 28-year-old writer has already 
penned half a dozen plays with wildly 
imaginative premises, including Mr. Mar- 
malade, whose four-year-old heroine has 
an abusive businessman for an imaginary 
friend, and Vigils, which widow keeps 
her dead soul trapped box. 
Princess Marjorie, like Persephone, has roots in 
classical mythology. But Haidle adamant 
that he isn’t out to say anything, and in the 
oft-entertaining Persephone, which fails 
earn its redemptive ending, that shows. 

The play was inspired, the playwright 
has said, his speculation that statue 
Goethe New York’s Bryant Park had 
rather dull time watching kids 
and down nearby all day 
long. This appears have set him think- 
ing about number big themes, includ- 
ing the misery of the world, the merciless- 
ness of mortality, and the power of art. I 
would suggest that thought hard 
enough, even tried to, preferring 
launch piquant notions into the and 
watch them playfully and nastily collide. 
The reason that Persephone delighted more 
staged reading last spring’s Break- 
ing Cround Festival new-play readings 
than does full production even vi- 
sually tricked-out, well-acted one helmed 
Durang specialist Nicholas Martin 
that it’s highly original but sketchy. 
Haidle has knack for mixing whimsy 
and tragedy, but Persephone, least,

Act one set 
in 1507 Florence, where the central char- 
acter, a statue of the goddess Demeter, is 
under construction. Giuseppe, her young 
creator, struggling with the shoulder 
from which the harvest goddess extends 
her arm Persephone, the daughter who 
gets abducted the Underworld Hades. 


Giuseppe also struggling with couple 
relative philistines: the model Celia, 
who has made the rounds from Botticelli 
to Michelangelo, probably servicing more 
than their “vision,” and the patron Al- 
fonso, who has commissioned the statue 
to guard the tomb of his recently deceased 
daughter. As for the maternal icon herself, 
this Demeter yearns less for Persephone 
than for Giuseppe, whose corruption by 
the carnal world represented Celia 

and Alfonso breaks her heart. But 
tough planet, Demeter is informed by the 
only character who hears her thoughts: 

a mouse who turns up to scrounge a bit 

cheese and tell the lofty artwork that 
beauty’s fine but it won’t feed your belly or 
keep folks from stepping you. 

During intermission, as Demeter re- 
ports, 500 years pass; the present finds her 
presiding from her pedestal New York 
City park, unwilling witness parade 
human misery, crime, and corruption 
as well as helpless victim of defacement, 
acid rain, and rain pigeon droppings. 
“If only could look away,” she continually 
moans, “that would heaven.” Here the 
actors appear and reappear 
craven unhappy caricatures, including 
prostitutes, drug dealers, vandals, crazies, 
bad cop looking for any blow job can get, 
and sad mortal version Demeter herself: 
woman whose daughter was raped and 
murdered the statue’s feet. This aching 
soul visits daily chat and wash off the 
she considers the only thing 
beauty her ruined life. The view art 
the animal kingdom, however, has looked 
up: Demeter’s present communicant is a rat 
who spends his free time skittering about 
the Metropolitan Museum amid many 
20,000 dangerous feet. Before abruptly and 
hilariously surrendering mortality, 
marvels that “out all this horror man has 
made many beautiful things.” 

only Haidle had explored more deeply 
and less repetitively his central meta- 
phor.

STEVEN FALES BRINGS HiS CONFESSIONS BTW 


Move over, Mitt — there's another char- 

ismatic Mormon in town, and one with 
a more interesting back story. Performer/ 
writer Steven Fales brings his solo show Con- 
fessions of a Mormon Boy to Boston Theatre 
Works beginning this week. The one-act 
tour-de-force, which began five minutes 
of autobiographical stand-up, concerns the 
dramatic voyage of self-discovery undertaken 
this young self-described “Oxy-Mormon.” 
It's the tale of “an overachiever trying to 
be straight” who spent time in the druggy 
underworld escort services. Since its Salt 
Lake City premiere in 2001, the show has 
taken Fales cities around the country and 
garnered top honors the 2004 New York 
International Fringe Festival. 


years at BC and another two years in Portugal 
doing mission work, he returned to further 
theater studies, but the “pressure kept build- 
ing and building.”

ome dances are made specific 
story lines that they keep 
themselves. the post-Cun- 
ningham era, many choreogra- 
phers have sought hide any 
psychological/confessional information 
that might have prompted their dances. 
Merce Cunningham himself, course, 
has insisted that his dances aren’t about 
anything except themselves, and one 
his most important contributions his 
patrimony the catalogue strategies 
and John Cage developed combat the 
desire for self-expression. 
own dancers, including Carolyn Brown 
her new memoir, Chance and Circumstance, 
have doubted whether his choreography 
was completely neutral and free from pri- 
vate concerns, but this distanced posture 
has worked for decades way playing 
down choreographic ego. 

Two interesting dances last week asked 
think about what they didn’t say. 
Both Bebe Miller (at the ICA, presented 
CRASHarts) and Kelley Donovan (at the 
Dance Complex) seemed exploring 
deep subtexts that weren’t visible, and 
different ways they both came with 
the oddly reassuring thought that modern 
dance postmodern dance stilla 
medium that can provocative and ex- 
pressive. 

Miller, now on the dance faculty at 
Ohio State University, has access to im- 
pressive resources and the time for dance- 
making. She worked the multimedia 
Landing/Place for two three years before 
premiering 2005. prepare and per- 
form the cast assembles from home bas- 
five cities, dance itself maps 
landscapes, destinations, site-specific 
happenings, without revealing how they 
were brought together. The projected im- 
ages, actions, and sounds may resonate 
later connect your mind. And 
they don’t, you might still retain bunch 
of curious and disturbing images, like the 
remnants dream.

One person another steps 
out become kind adversary, but the 
ensemble keeps reassembling and reassert- 
ing its froggy solidarity. 

After sequence awkward duets, 
man sets woman down into headstand 
with her legs angled out crookedly. She 
balances for long time. Shadowy images

When she’s gotten the juice out of it, she 
chops some more and hands pieces the 
other dancers. 

There were suggestions people’s 
homes: projections city where the 
buildings began rotate, toy house that 
became trophy the dancers competed for. 
Flocks white pigeons against black sky 
turned into dots the shape motion- 
captured human figure. woman’s em- 
phatic voice read from travel diary. There 
were suggestions children’s games: 
hopscotch, red light, statues. At one point 
the composer/musician Albert Mathias 
stood the pit and melodramatically 
lip-synched recorded tenor-baritone duet 
from Italian opera. 

Jeanine Durning started a dance to 
what might have been Bollywood song. 
Without lifting her feet from the floor, 
she jiggled her legs and her whole body 
as fast as she could, glancing at the audi- 
ence and lifting one satin pants leg pro- 
vocatively. The other dancers joined her 
this strange, ecstatic movement grew 
into jiggling, jumping, paddling dance. 
seemed bring the piece culmina- 
tion, because the dancers, for once, were 
doing something they all found enjoyable. 
But then some other things happened, 
without clarifying what had gone before. 

In some way, Bebe Miller’s dance 
seemed about excess. Less than 
hour long, was crammed with stimu- 
The movement looked fragmented, 
the dancers’ body parts flying off all di-

simultaneously. They looked both 
very focused and very distracted. The piece 
was visually diverting, mysterious, dark, 
annoying, repetitious, shocking, inven- 
tive, and was sure meant something 
didn’t grasp. 


Like Miller, Kelley Donovan offered 
few clues her It’s All Forgotten Now. 

program note told “exploring trans- 
formation, decay, and memory,” but this 
could perfectly reasonable descrip- 
tion any dance that consists varia- 
tions movement themes. Donovan 
too seemed working from deeper 
script than what saw the surface. 
maybe not. 

Eleven women, individually dressed 
layers dark, filmy, opaque fabrics, 
danced solos and ensemble groupings, 
playing off opening solo Donovan 
that supplied the movement material for 
the piece. Donovan unusual per- 
former. She can keep some part her body 
looping around and behind, spiraling over 
and under and through space, that the 
rising and falling momentum never stops. 
think isn’t that other dancers can’t 
this, but Donovan's particular combina- 
tion physicality and spatial awareness 
just isn’t practiced much. was plea- 
sure see it, and see how the group 
women translated the phrases their 
own ways. 

With unobtrusive score electronic 
hums and tickings (by Stephen Cooper and 


Punck), there were harmonious duets, coun- 
terpoint patterns groups four five, 
vigorous wrenching-thrashing solos, ges- 
ture interlude tightly knit group five. 

Donovan returned for another solo, 
reinforce the phrase material. 
After that the others formed bigger pat- 
terns. Walking slow circle, group 
eight took one step back for every four 
five forward, gazing the whole time 
another woman who was dancing 
the center. thought sacre prin- 
temps, where the woman in the center 
sacrificial victim, and later, when 
similar circle organized itself, Martha 
Graham's Primitive Mysteries, where the 
group worship the Virgin Mary. 

In the 45-minute course of It’s All Forgotten 
Now, the material simply grew and leafed 
out, producing images antagonism and 
helping, holding, resisting, pur- 
suing. was the compositional process, 
practically unadorned with any other read- 
able references, that created movement 
through Donovan’s dance.

Bourgeois’s graphics and sculptures 
that’s now the ICA had coinciden- 
tal relationship these two dances.

Just what cyberarts? Well you might ask. 
art that draws the latest technolog- 
ical advances software-driven interac- 
tive imagery? Yes. art that reconnects 
with primitive mechanics like those remi- 
niscent circus sideshows? 
That too. Could digitally manipulated 
film stills enlarged the size hotel win- 
dows? You guessed. Now its eighth year 
and fifth incarnation, the Boston Cyber- 
arts Festival bi-annual spring ritual 
diverse performing- and visual-arts events 
and exhibits hosted area galleries, mu- 
seums, theaters, universities, and public 
spaces. Perhaps cyberarts might best be 
defined what isn’t: isn’t painting, 
it isn’t sculpture, and it prefers to move or 
least have moved. Here’s sampling 
this year’s fest. (Also check our Cyber- 
arts highlights the Days Week” 
pages, and the festival schedule our in- 
pages 19-22.) 

For those looking feast their eyes 
the cutting edge technology and art 
dangerously mixed metaphor, know 
trip Art Interactive order. There, 
Camille Utterback’s three installations, 
which visibly consist two separate and 
one pair white movie screens suspended 
high above even the tallest viewers’ heads, 
first look like big abstract paintings. 
One is made up of multi-colored dots; the 
others sport all sorts colorful shapes and 
daubs, and the floor below each screen 
appears corresponding panel projected 
light. Only when you begin walk 
the lighted floor area (whose tiles shift 
slightly with your steps) you notice that 
your movement radically reconfigures the 
shapes the screen. Sometimes 
inadvertent eraser, wiping away whole 
networks design. Other times you’re 
inadvertent painter, leaving the wake 


your movements huge swaths unpre- 
dictable imagery. either case, your mo- 
tions get picked sensor that trans- 
lates your body’s activity into cloud-like 
force that’s continually re-creating what 
you see. It’s fun. 

There’s denying the intelligence 
and the precision Utterback’s art, its 
tongue-in-cheek majesty. Few artists in 
any medium warrant such scale offer 
such variety. fleeting thought came 
watched moving around leave 
new behind: should have been 
drugs. good hallucinogen hit would 
have heightened the effects her shape- 
shifting projections, and that thought 
point the artist’s achievement but 
also her achievement’s limit. For all 
that Utterback’s art highly interactive, 
not the least way personal: one’s 
own particular shape not reflected 
any her screens. Instead, every body be- 
comes the same amorphous, rounded force 
field. Further, the graphic content her 
ephemeral creations the painterly brush 
strokes, the line drawings, the smears of 
projected pigment reflect exclusively the 
artist’s hand, not the viewer’s. Before her 
immersion in interactive technology, Ut- 
terback made works canvas that look 
lot like her sophisticated etch-a-sketches. 
For art truly interactive, needs 
operate like conversation: both parties 
get set the terms. 

the other end the technological 
spectrum (with one notable exception) 
are the contributions “Picture Show” 
the Photographic Resource Center. There, 
relatively simple mechanical apparatuses 
hand-turned gears, solar-powered mo- 
tors, even an old-fashioned ViewMaster 
are enlisted varying degrees artistic 
effect. The press materials for the exhibit 
describe its five contributors artists who 
“engage the idea the ‘moving 
but I’m not sure that’s entirely accurate.

The Boston Cyberarts Festival looks for interactive 


wall-mounted tableaux in which 
small, flat, metal figurines row 
miniature arms reaching for 
bed flowers, grid antique- 
looking dolls — are set in motion 

by a system of cranks and pulleys, 
sometimes motorized, other times 
activated hand. With color pal- 
ette reminiscent Victorian post- 
cards and a style suggestive of chil- 
dren’s-book illustrations, Schilgen’s 
confections aren’t about moving 
pictures much they are vari- 
ant on early mechanized toys. 

The same can’t be said of Steve 
Hollinger, who enlists sunlight 
animate the psychologically charged 
images what amount motor-driven 
flipbooks. But not just any motor-driven 
flipbooks. Encased weathered, wooden 
boxes seen through glass prism, Hol- 
linger’s cartoons take the aura mythi- 
cal personae, Sisyphus Su- 
percollider imagine pair black, square 
binoculars with two tiny screens where the 
lenses should man and woman run 
toward each other and never meet.

Hans Spinnerman’s 
unearthly projection of an 
albino bumblebee the size 
rodent wins the Houdini prize 
for its technological prowess 
and mysteriousness. Encased 
elaborate bell jar that

novel, Spinnerman’s bee hovers silently 
in pitch-black space, and no matter where 
you stand in relation to it, it’s always 
flying toward you. 

comparison, for all their whimsy 
and craft, the efforts of Deb Todd Wheeler 
and Olivia Robinson feel more like exer- 
cises. Tubes, you spin some- 
what resistant wall-mounted wheel that 
generates the electricity required light 
four cardboard wall-mounted tubes that

contain otherwise undetectable pictures. 
Unfortunately, only one those tubes 
near enough the wheel to be visible, so un 
less you've arrived with an able assistant, 
you can’t view the bulk of her creation. 
Olivia Robinson’s contributions — a View- 
Master disc with changing pictures her 
face; a hand-cranked music box that plays 
a tune while a film on the inside shows 
her getting dressed; refashioned for- 
tune-telling eight ball that depicts, among 
other things, goldfish swimming ina 
bowl when you give shake all stop 
short of the seriousness they could have 
allowed for. 

Last year, video artist Denise Marika 
made her theatrical debut providing 
footage Rinde Eckert’s Orpheus which 
enjoyed its world premiere at the Zero Ar- 
row Theatre in Cambridge. This year, three 
enlarged and digitally manipulated stills 
from that footage make her exhibit 
the Howard Yezerski Gallery. Having 
missed Orpheus X in performance, I can’t 
compare the still photos with the movie 
from which they derive. can say that the 

color photographs, with their Bosch- 
like torment and hints defor- 
a mity (a woman and a man 
struggle with each other 
each the 51-by- 
46-inch frames, and 
a in one frame their 
wrestling limbs 
seemingly melt 
into each other’s 
bodies), offer a 
distinct highly 
stylized impres- 
sion of hellish 
agony. I’m not 
sure how the war- 
ring couple relates 
the Orpheus and Eu- 
rydice myth, however. 

the legend, 
musicianship powerful 
and enchanting that Hades 
and Persephone agree let 
him retrieve his beloved wife 
from the underworld (she was 
bitten by a poisonous snake) 
on the condition that he not look at her 
until they’d returned to earth. He does, 
and she’s lost him forever. 

Neither love nor longing belongs 
Marika’s dynamic duo, who instead enact 
ritualized blood sport; each appears 
tearing the other apart and down. 
the idea that even lovers close that 
mythic couple inflict harm each other, 
then concept reflects our own 
era’s perspective, tragedy perhaps still 
greater than Orpheus and Eurydice’s.

Greatest Generation didn’t 

quietly. left its wake monu- 

ment popular books, films, 

and specials worshipping its 

world-redeeming exploits, but 
very little that material ventures deeper 
than the self-congratulatory. believe the 
media legacy, everything the Depression/ 
did was strong and good. 
hear them tell it, the goddamn Battle the 
Bulge, with its 19,000 American dead, was 
some sort of heroic joy ride. Now, the cohort 
saddled with the nickname Boomer Genera- 
tion (that would be my generation) is about 
infest the culture with quarter-century 
its own reminiscences.

The repu- 
tation of San Francisco’s fabled 1967 alterna- 
tive-culture explosion has suffered mightily 
the hands revisionists and apologists 
and mass-market merchandisers, who’ve 
human disgrace. But whatever frivolity and 
tragedy accompanied it, the Summer Love 
was the product genuine grassroots spir- 
itual evolution, and PBS deserves praise for 
pointing that out just case the audience 
fell for the story that was all about reefer, 
tie-dye, and petulie. 

course, hippies virtually begged 
misunderstood. What was the wider world 
think bunch bright, educated young 
people painted faces and clown clothes 
prancing around antically unemployed and 
intoxicated? Never let said that 
youth lacked cultural literacy sense 
irony. They never failed find the humor 
peace, love, and understanding and never 
lacked for showy and sophisticated ways 
expressing their sincerest construc- 
tive beliefs often ended sounding like 
See, that’s what made them hip, fool. 
And Summer Love’s writers/producers, Dale 
and Vicente Franco (Daughter from Dan- 
ang), understand this distinction. 

Which means that the saga, presented 
the film, rings uncannily true. the mid 
1960s, the coming age glut well- 
educated Cold War children corresponded 
with both the introduction LSD and the 
expansion the Vietnam War. Whether 
psychedelics really altered the minds Tim 
Leary’s devotees simply exposed them 

what might called traumatic 
experience,” people returned-from acid 
trips seeing the world differently from 
their “straight” peers. And around 1966- 
the vanguard that shared vision- 
ary experience coalesced San Fran- 
cisco — specifically in a working-class 
neighborhood near the intersection 
Haight and Ashbury Streets.

force for change, and shared pretty much 
everything with everybody. anonymously 
published flower-power “Declaration Inde- 
pendence” championed among our inalien- 
able rights “the freedom body, the pursuit 
joy, and the expansion consciousness.” 
The Haight-Ashbury pioneers were loose, po- 
etic, colorful, and little spacy hell, they 
were stoned but they were also thoughtful 
ideological utopians, crazier and less 
practical than the philosopher communards 
at West Roxbury’s Brook Farm or Bronson 
Alcott’s Fruitlands had been century 
more before. 

The hippies got some press, their fame 
spread through student grapevines, and the 
Haight-Ashbury scene generated some fresh 
musical ideas that, even though the record 
companies didn’t really get it, married into 
the Brit Invasion pop renaissance and were 
leaked via radio into the far corners 
America. 1967, going San Francisco 
became the thing for the high-school 
and college crowds. (The Boomer Genera- 
tion did seem to share an as-yet-to-be-fully- 
explained collective consciousness, and it 
homed in on the West Coast scene.) Summer of 
Love’s one misstep, fact, hold Scott 
too-precious pop hit “San Fran- 
cisco (Be Sure To Wear Some Flowers in Your 
Hair)” as the clarion call that drew America’s 
youth Haight-Ashbury. (In truth, nobody 
over age did anything but cringe re- 
sponse McKenzie’s commercial attempt 
co-opt the hippie thing.) 


But it’s this point the story that 
American Experience distinguishes itself. Thou- 
sands did migrate the Haight and, tem- 
porarily, lived the dream. Then the sheer 
numbers true believers and just-visiting 
gawkers caused the improvised communi- 
ty’s fragile infrastructure to collapse of its 
own weight. About this, Summer of Love pulls 
punches. the end the summer 
the hippies’ straight-world-renouncing 
flight fancy had nose-dived. The Diggers 
(the Haight’s informal grassroots social- 
services agency) and other counterculture 
spokespeople urged the unwashed kids 
the street forth and spread the mes- 
sage the new society throughout Ameri- 
ca. other words, home. 

This fact what happened, people 
went back to school in the fall of 67. Mean- 
while, the original hippies moved onto com- 
munal farms embark self-sustaining 
non-economic mind-altered society — a task 
for which, it turned out, few had the chops. 
The Haight was left cultural and physi- 
cal shambles, but the film concludes, 
everyone who'd summered there (whatever 
attracted befell them) had least been 
exposed the vision trading material 
values for human ones, and the seeds thus 
planted grew. That’s very fair and thor- 
ough warts-and-all summary events. 

What this film doesn’t acknowledge 
that the peace-and-love component 
ethos was quickly overtaken and over- 
whelmed events. The Summer Love 
plays well years later, but within year 
it was reduced to so much American graffiti 
—a last fling before things became inno- 
cence-endingly heavy. By the summer of 
1968, Martin Luther King and Bobby Ken- 
nedy were dead; Paris, Washington, and 
Prague were aflame with rioters and jack- 
booted thugs; and America’s youth was 
the streets of Chicago being brutalized by 
cops as the floundering Democratic Party all 
but handed the country to Nixon. 

But that’s a story for another documenta- 
ry. By contrast, World War II wasn’t so much 
documented preached. wasn’t until the 
5oth anniversary of D-Day that we finally 
got aged vets on camera admitting how hor- 
rible the noble invasion was at ground level. 
Summer Love (setting the tone, hope, for 
future Boomer documentaries) is an honest

But though some the individual 
sections provided lot pleasure, the 
whole “invention” was both too compli- 
cated and too simple. least first 
hearing, didn’t feel the entire compila- 
tion added something more than 
medley favorite pieces.

Karita Mattila in Beethoven’s Fidelio 
at the BSO ! month, but she has cer- 
tainly recovered from whatever ailed her, 
and her Bank of America Celebrity Series 
recital Jordan Hall, with pianist Mar- 
tin Katz, was knockout. For one thing, 
she brought little glamor back into our 
lives. Mattila striking, statuesque 
blonde, and even recital she moves like 
dancer (she ended set Turina songs 
with fringe-shaking hot cha-cha) very 
easy the eyes. She also has gleaming, 
sumptuously creamy voice with pinpoint 
accurate tone very easy the ears. 

And she knows what she’s singing 
about — in English (she began with Sam- 
uel Hermit Songs, settings devo- 
tional and comic eighth-to-12th-century 
poems translated into modern Eng- 
lish by, among others, W.H. Auden and 
Sean O Faolain, though her consonants 
could have been a little crisper and her 
vowels little more Finnish 
(eight romantic songs by four early-20th- 
century Finnish composers, which she 
sang with touching, understated convic- 
tion), in German translations of Spanish 
poems (in wonderfully varied set Hugo 
Wolf songs from his Spanisches Liederbuch), 
then Spanish itself (passionate songs 
Granados and Turina). Two of her encores 
were Czech (Dvorak’s endearing “Songs 
My Mother Taught Me”) and Swedish (a 
Sibelius spring song about fleeting time, 
with Katz offering the English). 

Her last encore was the Gershwins’ 
“The Man Love,” during which, hugging 
her roses, she turned her back to the audi- 
ence while Katz, alluding slyly Rhapsody 
in Blue, played the break; then she sud- 
denly swung around ecstatically sing 
“Maybe good news 
day!” The theatrics worked because every 
word was stylish and pointed. loved her 
ability make two questions out the 
line “Who would? Would you?” (Take that, 
Renée Fleming!) 

Katz could the supportive and 
sometimes rhapsodic accompanist the 
Finnish songs the subtly scintillating 
virtuoso the Barber real kitten the 
keys “The Monk and His Cat”), Grana- 
dos (twittering like nightingale), and 
Wolf.

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Rick Veitch sends Rock ‘Afbaghistan’

“Your life. Your war.” that’s the 
slogan the cover the first issue 
of Rick Veitch’s Army@Love (Vertigo). The 
man and woman are cuddling post-coital- 
ly, amid rubble, building goes 
flames behind them. They’re wearing un- 
buttoned military fatigues, dog tags dan- 
gling their chests, staring seductively 
at the camera. It looks like a fashion ad. 

Veitch’s new comic book is the blackest 
satire the American war in the Middle East 
has yet produced. Army@Love set the 
near future, when the military, desper- 
ate for troops fight its endless war 
“Afbaghistan,” has called on middle man- 
agers from globalization-friendly compa- 
nies rebrand the war thrilling, sexy 
experience for young adrenaline junkies: 
“spring break steroids.” The “ultimate 
peak experience” offering the 
“Hot Zone Club”: sex the middle 
firefight. 

If this sounds tasteless, it is — and 
that’s the point. Veitch has noted that war 
always sacred cow when it’s ongoing 
and that comedies about war don’t usually 
appear until years after the conflict has 
ended; he’s just jumped the gun put 
together a big, brutal, blud- 
geoning joke that’s about 
greed-driven war with 
exit strategy and about the 
worst excesses culture 
the home front. 

satirizing something 
touchy in-progress war, 
there’s always the question 
how far over the top go. 
Army@Love goes all the way. 
American soldier uses her 
majestic naked physique 
distract Afbaghi “insurgents” 
her partner can shoot 
them. Smiling American 
officers hand out candy 
eager local kids: “Remember 
haha without globaliza- 
tion there chocolate 
bars!” team National 
shopping mall while gossip- 
ing about their love lives. 

stage magician adapts 
Abu torture de- 
vice into on-stage escape 
act. The army’s con- 
sultant” coordinates bomb- 
ing raid using electric gui- 
tar plugged into laptop. 

There’s long tradition 
of war comics that’s fodder 
for grinder here 
— until the early ’8os, titles 
like Sgt. Rock and Unknown Sol- 
dier and Sgt. Fury and his Howl- 
ing Commandos appeared reg- 
ularly newsstands.

their conventions one by one. Instead of 
the sentient weapons of old war comics 
— the “Haunted Tank” occupied by the 
ghost Civil War general, the talking 
gun and helmet Rogue Trooper carried 
— we get Roy the Robot, a useless, pint- 
sized tank that ends every one its sen- 
tences with smily frowny face. Even 
the title Army@Love riff the long- 
running ’Sos-era series Our Army at War, 
which introduced Sgt. Rock. 

comics often suffer from ex- 
cess ideas (last year’s mammoth graphic 
novel Can't Get was innovative and 
original but also kind of a train wreck), 
and Army@Love exception. Beyond its 
scalding satire, tries soap opera 
about its reprehensible characters’ ro- 
mantic entanglements these people are 
supposed sympathetic they are 
repugnant, and that dissonance tone ex- 
tends to the way Veitch (along with inker 
Gary Erskine) draws them. But the central 
conceit the series hits its target 
laser-sighted. “Whatever gets your adrena- 
line going, you'll find the National 
Guard.”

e Japanese art form, anime, can look like 
mindless soft-core porno to the casual 
observer: quasi-serious films crammed with 
wide-eyed Japanese girls in low-cut school girl 
outfits, featuring ingénue protagonists like 
Sailor Moon, with her long hair, never-ending 


legs, and thigh-high skirt 


But anime has a darker side as well — a 
subculture of raw imagery called Hentai, which 
makes art out of often bizarre erotic and 
pornographic imagery. 


The word Hentai is a combination of the words 
“hen” meaning “strange,” and “tai,” which 
means “state” or “appearance.” In modern day 
Japanese slang, however, Hentai has come to 
mean “perverse,” as well as identify a whole 
genre of Japanese animation fraught with 
surreal fantasies of group sex, bondage, and 
animal, mineral, and vegetable fetishistic acts 
that would be too far too extreme for any flesh- 
and-blood Japanese girls to perform. 


‘That surrealism is what Hentai aims for. 
Hentai is often meant to push the viewer's 
consciousness into a realm of complete 
physical abandon, unconscious desire, and 
libidinal drive. It’s not rare to see Hentai 
themes include the shy or reserved female who 
becomes aroused by herself or by a mysterious 
male stranger, or the overly sexualized female 
who initiates and controls the entire sexual 
encounter. There are even scenes of young 
girls who are suddenly introduced to strange 
creatures that then engage in “tentacle sex,” 
and... well you get the idea 


Hentai is often broken down into Hentai that 
depicts heterosexual attraction, and Hentai 
that depicts homosexual attraction. The latter 
category can be separated into Yaoi, which 
features homosexual sex, and Yuri, which 
focuses mainly on lesbian interactions. These 
illustrations are often used to portray extreme 
versions of same-sex sexual encounters, but 
are also used to demonstrate the emotional 
complexities of homoerotic love, and challenge 
stereotypical gender roles in modern day society. 


While many Wester artists use their talents 

to depict more mainstream, socially acceptable 
themes, some of the most talented and well 
respected Japanese artists see Hentai as 

a respectable outlet for their artistry. The 
opportunity to depict exaggerated human 
forms, both realistic and fantastical, is welcomed 
by these graphic artists as a chance to satisfy 
their own carnal instincts, and lead you into the 
salacious world you've always dreamed of.

Gari Japanese Fusion 


Not just another fish face the crowd 


\ 


SERIOUS CHEF The atmosphere may whimsical, but Gari sushi laughing matter. 


There are only, what, 452 sushi bars within 
three blocks of Coolidge Corner? So when 
Niko’s lost its lease, what replaced the 
small Creek restaurant? An even smaller 
sushi bar, of course — although this one 
has some cooked dishes, and a menu of fu- 
sion entrées with starch, protein, and veg- 
etables. Another noticeable difference be- 
tween Gari and its competitors that this 
new space has a sort of club atmosphere, 
with flashing lights; ambient electronica; 
ared, black, and white color scheme; even 
bathroom. That’s awful lot at- 
mosphere into tiny storefront. 
I sat down thinking, “They better have the 
food back this up, I’m going 
very funny column.” But I like the food, so 
we'll save the décor jokes for the next over- 
the-edge South End bistro. 

Chef Gary Huang’s specialties are mostly 
custom maki, but we started with appetiz- 
ers. He does a nice if traditional job with 
agedashi bean curd ($6), which is fried cubes 
with fuzzy coating, stacked thin fish 
stock with tiny gelatinous mushrooms. 
one of the ideas of Japanese food is to slow 
you down to a meditative experience, these 
mushrooms — which are impossible to pick 
up with chopsticks — are kind of a punctua- 
tion of that idea. Much easier to eat is the 
edamame ($5), which are nicely underdone 
green soybeans in the shells, not over-salted, 
each a burst of flavor in your mouth. 

Wok-fried calamari ($10) was our first 
brush with Cari’s fusion concepts. These are 
large squid rings with spices the bread- 
ing, and field-greens salad stuffed into 
pile of rings. There’s a bit of a lemongrass- 
chili condiment, but the rings are nicely 
spiced already. A tempura appetizer was 
familiar but impeccable: three split shrimp 
breaded and fried into batons; slices of zuc- 
chini, sweet potato, squash, and shitake 
mushroom were done likewise. 


Okay, maki time! We set up about three 
dinners’ worth food. The first those 
many dinners was vegan, with kappa 
($3.50), which is cucumber, avocado ($3.50 
on its own), and asparagus ($3.50 on its 
own). provide some protein, added 
a sweet egg omelet ($4/sushi; $5.50/sashi- 
mi). I like it when someone orders these 
simple dishes because they test the basics 
the kitchen, which, in a sushi restaurant, 
always come down the quality the 
sushi rice and the seriousness the chef. 
Chef Huang doesn’t neglect basic maki and 
rolls them tightly. Plus, the rice is fresh and 
sweet. You can linger the contrasting 
tastes of the raw asparagus’s green flavor 
and the dry flavor the algal seaweed nori 
that it’s rolled in. you can linger the 
richness of the avocado in this context. I 
also rather like that the egg omelet not 
overly sweet. 

Moving up, made another dinner 
“fashion maki” ($7) and “Alaska maki” ($6). 
I’m unclear why it’s called fashion maki. 
Maybe it’s pun fusion, since com- 
bines the rich morsels of its three main in- 
gredients: Japanese-style broiled eel, Euro- 
pean cream cheese, and avocado, originally 
from Mexico. (It also contains cucumber.) 
The net flavor rich melding fish and 
cream cheese. “Alaska maki” made with 
king salmon, which ought to taste leaner 
and meatier than farmed salmon, but is af- 
fected by avocado and bonito flakes in the 
mix. As a result, the net flavor is not unlike 
lox and bagels. 

For seriously creative maki, there is a 
special list with items such King Cobra 
($16). You might expect bite, but the snake 
aspect comes from the appearance 
round roll (crab and avocado) with a length 
of broiled eel on top, crowned with golden 
tobiko (fish eggs large and flavorful 
osetra caviar) and bits of edible gold leaf. 


Also the special list elaborate ver- 
ion spicy scallop maki ($14). These 

arge spiral inside-out rolls topped with 

black caviar and chili paste, with spices 

and slices raw scallop inside. preferred 

the tame cobra to the scallops that fought 

back, but both were excellent. 

In order to sample the large plates, we 
tried the grilled chicken ($18). This is a 
bistro-looking platter with nicely done 
grilled chicken breast that was sliced thin 
and reassembled over a Thai-style green 
curry of potato fingers, artichoke hearts, 
and grilled pineapple old friend from 
the East Coast Grill. There was also a bowl 
of Thai jasmine rice, made sticky like the 
Japanese short-grain variety, which was 
pretty good. 

Gari has short list wines, better 
list of bottled Japanese beers, and a fine 
mid-length list different styles sake. 

There are two desserts, both impres- 
sive. Creen-tea mousse cake ($6.95) is an 
exquisitely made little cylinder with four 
layers of mousse and thin-sliced cake, and 
another cake wrapped around and deco- 
rated with lines and dots. Unfortunately 
for some, the mousse retains the slightly 
fishy flavor fine green tea. Créme 
($8) is a classic version, with a very slight 
granularity and also slice kiwi. 

Service at Gari was excellent, even 
when crowded and does fill up. The 
décor, kind backdrop sail the sushi 
chef at the sushi bar, doesn’t quite work 
for me. It’s too much too little space, 
though maybe you have spend lot 
time Japan get it. (The owners are 
Chinese-Americans, but seem to have 
absorbed Japanese culinary culture quite 
well.) What is fun is the unisex bathroom. 
It’s not huge, but manages large sink 
with central slab and well around the 
sides for runoff. There’s also automatic 
garbage can for paper towels; you put your 
hand front the door and pops open, 
like parody the new high-tech sinks. 
The only barrier here for some diners and 
family groups the distracting lighting 
and club music. Stick them out and you'll 
rave about the food. ©
